Winnipeg Free Pross. ' 

Carberry, May 21.—Uprooted trees, 
shattered fencesand dismantled build- 
ings with wreckage scattered far and 
wide, makes plain the track of the 
cyclone, which swept with terrific 
violence over the Pleasant Point dis- 
trict yesterady afternoon. . 

This afternoo2 your corresponden 
personally visited the scene of the 
storm, eight miles east of here. Earlier 
information failed, to convey an appre- 
ciative conception of the violence oi 
the storm, Starting in the southern 
sand hills for three miles it swept 
across the country a clean path three 
of four hundred feet in width, For- 
tunately the number of buildings in 
the belt was limited to half a dozen, 
but of Ubese nothing remained but 
shattered timbers, o: some, not even 
that. Narrow escapes were many 
though miraculously no fatalities re- 
sulted. The loss in the district will 
total $10,000 and with the exception 
of a small amount on a granary be- 
longing to Dr. Eaton it is understood 
there is no insurance. '

This is the second year in succes- 
sion that this district has been visited 
by a cyclone. In 1961 the storm came 
in July, but although it devasted a 
wider area the residents declare thai 
in violence it was not to be compared 
to the Tuesday hurricane. [i is an un- 
tortunate coincidence thai two of the 
heaviest sufferers this year were al- 
so large losers last year. ‘The cyclone 
which sprung up about 2 o’clock, first 
struck the property of Mr. Mattice.

und the whole upper part of ihe house 
wals carried away. From their re- 
treat the family could see the wreck 
ot their homes. The air was thick 
witix {lying timbers and furniture of 
every description. The cyclone lasicd 
less than four minutes. When it had 
passed the scene was one of indescrib- 
able devastation. The house, with the 
exceptica of the first floor on the main 
building, was totally wrecked. Oneof 
the stables was derooted and under- 
neath the wreckage six horses and a 
colt were pinnioned. Wagons, im- 
piementis, and a threshing outfit, be- 
longing to J. Aikenhead, Carberry, 
were smashed and a large stack. of oat 
Sheaves were strewn broadcast. All 
over the adjoining fields the wreckage 
was scattered, some of the heavy tim- 
bers being carried over one hundred 
feet. Efforts were immediately direci- 
ed to the release o! ihe herses. These 
were finally rescued and though sever, 
al were badly bruised none were killed. 
In an adjoining pen five calves and a 
bull were contined, but none were in- 
jured, though the roof of the thresh- 
ing caboose crashed in among them. 
In the house everything, with the ex- 
ception of some articles on the first 
floor, were smashed. ‘The clock, 
which was stopped by ‘the storm as 
it struck the house, showed the time 
to be 1;57 in the afternoon. Strange to 
say one of the stables and a granary 
near the house were rot touched by 
the cyclone. 

two miles north the house occupied 
by D. McDougall and his aged par- 
ents was siruck by the cyclone. ~At 
the first indications of the storm Mc- 
Dougall attempted to close the door, 
the next thing he remembers is pick- 
ing himself out irom among the debris.

Manufacturers 
ieve that the hemp market will be 
cover its former position in a short 
time because they are assured that 
Progreso stocks are low. and that much 
twine must still be manufactured to 
insure an adequate supply.

The Coronation Service. 


Canon Armitage Robinson. who was 
the preacher at the last service held in 
Westminster. Abbey before its closing 
for the coronation preptrations, de- 
livered a most interesting address, in 
which he gave a complete forecast of 
the actual coronation service. 

Canon. Robinson pointed out that al- 
though instructions had been given to 
archbishop after archbishop in the past 
200 years to shorten the service, while 
preserving its essential features, it had 
almost invariably left their hands long- 
er than it was before, and stated that 
on the 26th June next the ancient ec- 
clesiastical ritual will be faithfully 
preserved, and the pomp of the cere- 
mony will suffer no diminution. 

A large raised platform, called the 
theatre,” will, he said, have teen erect- 
ed then in the space between the choir 
and the sanctuary, and in the centre 
will be set the Royal Throne. In the 
sanctuary itself will be placed, for the 
King’s anointing, King Edward’s chair, 
which contains the fateful -Stone of 
Scone. } 

Tbe dean ard chapter of Westmin- 
ster, having first brought the regalia, 
which will have been deposited in their 
charge the night before, and delivered 
them. to the nobles appointed to carry 
them, will. with the choir, receive the 
King and Queen at the west end of the 
nave, while the ancient anthem, “I was 
glad when they said unio me,’ will be 
sung. ‘ ( if fsdh 
As they enter the church their Ma- 
jJesties will be welcomed by the schol- 
ars of Westminster school with cries 
of “Vivat Regina Alexandra”; “Vivat 
Rex Edwardus.” Then from the four 
sides of the theatre the archbishop will 
present the King four times to his 
faithful subjects and receive their as- 
sent to his coronation. 

The Litany will be sung by two 
bishops vested in their copes, and this 
will be followed by the first part of the 
communion service and the -sermon 
which is to be “short and suitable io 
the great occasion.” ‘The preacher, as 
has already been announced, will be 
the bishop of London. Then, when the 
oath has been taken by the King, the 
presence of the Holy Spirit will pe in- 
voked in the ancient hymn “Veni, 
Creator.” 

After a short prayer, in the course 
of which the archbishop will lay his 
hand on the vessel containing the sac- 
red oil, the anointing of the King will 
take place, “Zadok the Priest” being 
sung, in turn, each with a short prayer 
or address, the royal ornaments are 
delivered—the sword—that being at 
once laid) by the King on the altar, ‘to 
be redeemed at a price by one of his 
nobles who carries it—the spurs, the 
sword, the robes, are placed on the 
King by the Dean of Westminster, and 
then are delivered ihe ring, the sceptre, 
and last of all the crown. 

Then there follows a ceremony little 
more than two centuries old. A bible 
will be presented with the words, “Our 
igracious King, we present you with 
this book, the most valuable thing that 
the world affords.” Then the arch- 
bishop blesses the King, each blessing 
being followed by a lomd amen, 

After the “TeDeum” has been sung, 
the King is lifted into his chair by the 
archbishop and bishops and other peers 
of the realm. The archbishop first 
does his homage and receives the kiss 
of the King. The bishops and other 
peers do their homage through the rep- 
resentatives of their orders. 

The Queen’s anointing and crowning 
follows, and this, by the consent of the 
archbishop of Canterbury and the King, 
will be performed by the archbishop of

the bread and wine which are to - be 
used for communion. The King and 
Queen will make their oblations or 
gifts to the church, and the commun- 
ion service will proceed, the archbishop, 
the dean, certain bishops, and the King 
and Queen joining in communion.; At 
the, close of the service the King will 
pass through the altar screen and lay 
certain of the royal ornaments upon 
the altar of St. Edward, and return- 
ing will proceed out of the church.

Yesterday the leader of the oppogi- 
tion moved his annual resolution of 
want of confidence in the government 
because of their large expenditures. 
He was met ‘by the Minister of Finance 
in a most vigorows speech in which 
the minister pointed out that the ex- 
pendituce had increased because of in- 
creased development of the country. 
that the debt had not increased as 
greatly as had the popuiation, and that 
in any ase it was not for the opposi- 
tion to criticize large expenditures on 
the part of the government when from 
time to time throughout the session 
from beginning to ead they had indi- 
vidually and collectively urged still 
larger and more extravagant expendi- 
ture upon the government, the most 
recent instance being the motion of 
Mr, McLaren, who wanted, the govern- 
ment to develop both inland and ocean 
transportation on a gigantic scale. If 
the people of Canada wanted economy 
they certainly could not get it by plac- 
ing in power the present Opposition un- 
less the oppbpsition adopted a new pol- 
icy. He denied that the government 
was extravagant, that is to say, waste- 
ful. The expenditures were useful ex- 
penditures and were in proportion to 
the revenues of the country. The 
resolution of the leader of the opposi- 
tion was defeated by a vote of exactly 
two to one. Ball, conservative mem- 
ber for Nicolet, Quebec, voted against 
the resolution of his leader. 

The claim of Mackenzie and Mann 
for expenditures in connection wiih the 
Telsiin lake railway was debated on 
Tuesday. This claim was for expendi- 
tures made in preparing to undertake 
the contract sanctioned by the govern- 
ment and afterwards defeated by the 
Sen:te. The opportunity wais taken to 
discuss the merits of the bargain in 
connection with the proposed, Teslin 
lake railway, but after a fong und 
somewhat warm debate the item was 

carried without a division. Osler, con- 
servative of Toronto, said that he con- 
sidered Mackenzie and Mann had a per- 
fectly good claim against’ the gov- 
ernment, and the only question was as 
to the ampunt and whether it had been 
properly arrived at. 

The amendmentis to the Manitoba 
Grain Act having passsed the Senate 
were given a third reading in the Com- 
mons this morning. The provisions al- 
ready mentioned remrin practically ihe 
Same, that is, there is the right to 
erect warehouses on the railway ht- 
of-way and directions as to distribu- 
tion of cars to shippers. 


The general inspection act was also 
amended by establishing new. grades 
for oats raised, the Northwest Terri- 
tories and Ontario west of Lake Su- 
iperior. A new grade of extra No. 1 
ius established with a weight of thirty- 
eight pounds to the bushel. . Grades 
Nas. 1, 2 and, 3, remain, practically as 
before except that black oatis cannot 
now be graded above No, 2. Probably 
the most important feature of -the 
amendments is that oats are taken 
from under the control of the Western 
Grain Standards Board so that hereaf- 
ter that body of philanthropists will 
not be able to use their official posi- 
tions for the adivantage of private 
Speculation, as far as oats are concern- 
ed. Ze 

The 'bill to incorporate the, bishop: of 
the Orthodox Rwusso-Greek Catholic 
church, which passed the Commons an 
Monday, was thrown out by the Senate 
this morning jn the ruling of the 
speaker that the petitioner being an 
alien his petition was not entitled to 
be received. Senatons Watson and 
Young, of Manitoba, opiposed the rul- 
ing but it was sustained by the Senate; 
although it was shown that the Senate 
itself thad at the present session ac- 
cepted a petition and passed a bill 
giving corporate powers to a number 
of aliens. The effect of the ruling of 
the speaker of the Senate is practically 
to deny to the Greek church the rights 
which are accorded every other Chris- 
tian church in Canadz. 


A New York Commercial View. 


The New York Journal of Commerce 
which represents the opinion of the 
‘solid men” of the American ‘commer- 
cial metropolis, rejoices that the Boer 
war is drawing to a close, and that it 
is closing with the British victorious. 
“While it is impossible,” it says, “not 
to adimire the personal bravery, mili- 
tary capacity and indomitable resolu- 
tion displayed by the Boers——, it is 
equally impossible from the standpoint 
of civilization or human, progress to 
regret the disappearance from the roll 
of sovereign states of the Transvaal 
and its ally.” The Journal goes on to 
show that the Boer republics were gov- 
erned under a system of patriarchal] 
despotism, which plundered the  for- 
eignens and prevented progress, “It 
is certain,” it continues, “that some 
serious obstacles wil! be removed from 
the path of commerce since the Boer 
governments have no longer the pow- 
er to cripple enterprise and paralyze 
productive industry over a large sec- 
pion of South Africa. As where Great 
Britain goes, the rest of the wotld 
may go, the feeling of the mercantile 
community, without distinction of na- 
tionality, oughi to be one of profound 
satisfaction over the Boer surrender.

Lt is human instinct to sympathize 
with the small dog; and we Sritons 
would have sufiered less in our tempers 
during the last few years if we had re- 
cognized this instinct in much of the 
talk against us on the continent of 
Europe. But when tbat deiusion 
fades, the commercial community, 10 
matter what language it speaks, will 
recognize the vast advantage it will 
be to the whole world to have British 
guarantees of a stable government,fair 
treatment, respeci for property and an 
open door firmly established through- 
out Seth Africa. rk 

Aj a matter of fact, the war never 
was'the attack of a great power upon 
a weak peaple. It wa's rather an effort 
of a nation of soldiers, splendidly pre- 
pared, and — in their own coune 
try, to drive put of South Airica a.com 
mercial power which was wretchedly 
prepared and compelled to gather its 
forces from the ends of the earth. Of 
course the commercial power wins, It 
had to. It wais always only a questiap 
of how much it would cost in money 
and lives. And the self-interest of the 
world wails on the side of the commer- 
cial power. As the Journal of Com- 
merce says, the Boer must be “judged 
to heve been on the wrong side of the 
struggle, which is coterminous with ihe 
boundaries of the habitable globe for 
che advancement «and elevation of man- 


kind.”
